President Cleveland did not 
believe in paying the national debt. 


He preferred to loan the money to a 


few tankers who paid no interest to the 
government for the use of tbe people's 
money. Hence at tbe end of the fiscal 
year 1885, after Mr. Cleveland's elec- 
tion, tuo public debt was actually in- 
creased by !r3(J,435,£)oO, and in the last 
year of President Cleveland's adminis- 
tration it was again increased by $16,- 
45G.170. 


What use did President Harrison make 


o' this surplus? In the first year of hie 
administration the Republican congress 
removed tasea from nupar, as Republi- 
can congresses had previously relieved 
of all duty coffee and tea consumed by 
the people. The balance of the surplus 
was withdrawn from tbe favored oanka 
of the Cleveland administration and ap- 
plied to diminishing the outstanding 
bonds of tbe government.

The payments for interest 
on the public debt and pensions, not- 
witbstandicR the large increase in the 
latter, are now actually lower than they 
were twelve years tgo, when the country 
had about four-fifths its present re- 
sources, income or population. 


In addition to this signal saving to tho 


country the Republican party, during 
President Harriaon'fl term, has reduced 
the revenues collected from the people 
over $ 1,000,000 a week! And this is tbe 
work of the McKinljy law.

that ia by building flumes aud fltiming it 
down to Pollaeky. I was inqnring of 
Mr. Birmingham about the matter and 
bo thinks the road should net ba built 
beyond where it is. It will not minim- 
ize" the coat any more and money can be 
saved by having fluniea to bring the 
lumber to the end of the road, but if yon 
bave to RO up for the lumber it would be 
very expensive, for every time you ueud 
a car up you have to haul twelve tone up 
the mountains to bring down the same 
quantity of lumber." 


Dirs, STUBS AMD ANGLES. 


Would you mind saying something 


about railroad improvements baing made 
by your company in this elate?" 


"We are commencing to fis np the 


Coast line from Margarita to Ellwoud, 
and we ere building some weat of 
BakersQeld. I don't know whether we 
will take it to the coast or not, but it ia 
not of much use to take the road to 
water. If you tak^ a road to Harford or 
Monterey you have not got it where you 
want to go; you are on the way to other 
places. The proper route is to follow 
the water coaree'fl all the way to.Han 
Francisco, and in that way you mini- 
mize the coat of transportation."

What do you think of tbe feasibility 


of the proposed Fresno &. Monte ray rail- 
way?" wae the next quostioa. 


"There is noth'nR tbat I can see in the 


:D tbe Fresno it Monterey road," replied 
the affaMe Colonel. "VPheredid you say 
the road was going to? 0! to Monterey ? 
Yes, 
there is no harbor at Monterey; it'a 


only a roadstead. When jon get to 
Mouterey there ie no fixed • commerce 
there. There ia nothing that I can see 
that will pay any road in running acrosd 
the watersheds from the Sun Joaquin to 
tbe sea; the natural way is along the 
rivers lo San Francisco. If the road was 
built and given to ine 1 would not take it 
to operate it. 


"We were apeaking once ot building a 


short line along the GuU of Mexico by 
way of Araosa Paas, but we found tbat 
when we got there we would have no- 
thing to take back, but when we got to 
New Orleans there was always a load to 
take back. In San Francisco there is a 
large • fixed 
commerce—something to 


take out as well aa to take in. Nobody 
would build a road from here to Mon- 
terey nnless they had some interest to 
serve." 


THE COLONEL IS HAPPY. 


"Is there anything in tbe statement," 


asked the reporter, "that the Pollasky 
road was built by and for tho Southern 
Pacific?" 


*'l am happy to say that the Southern 


Pacific did not inaugurate the Pollasky 
road. I had some liule talk with Mr. 
Follasky—a little, and I tcld him indi- 
vidually I would help him & 1 ttle, be* 
caus% the road would help tbe Southern 
Pacific some, and it would help Fresno 
some and Mr. Poll&sky BO me. No one 
can build these short roads through a 
connty that ia undeveloped and succeed 
unless they lose some money and in 
time tbey may reach a huaiceea that 
wilt pay. 
On the way to New Orleans, 


when we were building tbe road, wo got 
within twenty-five miles from buainesa. 
but when we got to tbe Gulf we reached 
n large business. 


GETTING-TO EUSINKSB. 


•'At Mr. Pollasky's request I came np 


bore to look over the road, and he told 
me if we would tike it in, it wonld help 
him out, bnt I would rather he wonld 
run it for the next live years, because tt 
is poiofc to be run at a loss. 


"I have bought nearly all the short 


roads in California. The Donahue road 


is for eale. but *e don1! want it, and tbe 
North PaciQu Cout road want* to Ml), 
and we fetl the same way about that, 
lake the*A little roadi like that moniof 
from «torkton to Coppnrnpoti*. 
They 


iasued a million dollars Iu handj at S per 
wot on that read and they taid thtp put 
ia a half million in money betides. They 
ran it at ajlcwa for eeMn yeare, and they

$7000, to flay nothing of the coet of ocn- 
LtrocUon. I bought that road afterward 
for half a million dollar*. 


"The road from Salutu to Monterey 
cost iU) buildera (371,000, and they ran 
it (or five, six or seven yean, and* their 
books ahoved their highest lou in one 
year to he $37,300, and the lowest low 
$5&4. Ibouithl that road, hut 1 dido't 
gtre them much for it. Of cours* we 
built the £1 Monte hotel and It payi 4 or 
5 per cent on the cost to n«. 


"The Jonea road at Lot Aneete* cost 


him $710,000, and 1 gave him only $225,- 
000 for lr. Wn can work these roads 
mnch more cheaply than th« ownera 
did—just for operating exp&naea. We 
would take off all expense except train 
expeneet) and the pay of the tialn men. 


'•I take it that Fresno would rather we 


ahould have the Poltaaky road Chan any 
one else, not that we are cleverer fellows 
than Pollasky, but because we could run 
it at iees expense." 


COMPETING LINES. 


"Do yon believe there ia anything in 


tbia talk abont a competing line coming 
into thia state'?" was asked. 


'"I don't thiuk anything about it. If I 


htd to build a competing road, I would 
lie awake at night thinking about it. We 
have a road between Sau Francisco and 
Salt Lake, and wo could do five times 
the business that we are getting from it. 
Material is less than one-halt the cost of 
what it was when we built our road, and 
we have to meet competition. If there 
is another road built between those 
points costing $50,000,000, the 
price 


would have to be added to pay the inter- 
eat ou the new investment, aud it would 
coietj to grief. 


"I have no idea that thoy 171!! build 


n competing road. We can do twenty- 
llva times us much huainess on our road 
us we have not now. We have eoveral 
millions oi capital stock paid in in t!i^ 
fc'outheru Pacific and the bon^s are held 
all over the commercial world and we 
have to pay interest on them. 1 don't 
believe we could operate our roaila any 
cheaper than we do. Wo could cut 
down salariPS anil matters of that kind, 
hut that woulil not amount to anything. 
We want to increaea our tonnage, how- 
ever, and wo ar5 having our freight tar- 
itl' readjusted and to see if wacannM, re- 
duce tbe rates through thie valley, but 
if wo do wo will have to put it on some 
one elae. 
But tbe reduction will hB 


very slight. 


MANUFACTOKIES WASTED. 


"Business is eullerine in Culiforoia 


because wo have not enough manufac- 
tories We send out of thia state 35,- 
000,000 pound* of raw wool every yenr, 
and 50 per cent of it could be and should 
be manufactured here. On every pound 
of raw, dirty wool shipped out of this 
state they have to pay tbe freight ou 
two pounds, but if that wool was made 
into a nice fabric we would have to pay 
freight on only cue pound. 


"The high price of coal on this coast 


is not a valid objection. Steam engines 
have been BO mnch improved that it 
does not take half as much coal to pro- 
duce each horse power tbat was formerly 
required. Is not that true, Mr. ycott?" 
asked tbe Colonel, turning to Irving M. 
Scott, who eat bolide him. 


"Yea," replied Mr. Scott. "It ussd to 


take sixty pounds of water to make a 
horse power and now it takes only six- 
teen or eighteen pounds." 
: 


"If that bd eo," asked the reporter,; 


"why is H that nearly all the woolen 
mills in California bave been failures?" 


TIIE CHINESE MAY COMR. 


The reason woolen mills failed," saiu 


Colonel Huatinglju," is because they 
drove away the only labor that could 
compete with th» labor o[ other parts of 
the world. The Marysville woolen millrj, 
1 believe, always paid a profit. A few 
years ago U saw whole ship loads of grain 
sacks shipped from Calcutta and then 
sent to Scotland, where n man cannot 
live half aa wall in Scotland as he can 
here ou the eame money." 


At thia stage of the interview a re-

"Ah!" exclaimed tbe Colonel, "you

C.^SES OF DISCRIMINATION. 


Coloael Uuntiogton told about a ehip- 


ment of 21,000 tons of rails from New 
York, It was a dull season of the year 
for raiiroad freighting and the Colonel 
wanted tbe railroad companies to take 
the rails at a price very much lower 
tban the schedule freight rat-/B. Tbe 
companies refused the offer and tbe 
Colonel thereupon 
declared tbat he 


would place them on board B vessel and 
Bend them around the Horn. He re- 
quested the railway officials to figure up 
the train es pen sea and after doing so 
they took the rails at the rate offered. 
They did GO because they were obliged 
to do so or not get tbe hauling at all. 
"Of course if they carried everything 
elae at that price," added the Colonel 
"it would have meant bankruptcy." 
" Wear and tear don't amount to mach 


on the road; it ie this everlasting in- 
terest, tho high salaries of superintend- 
ents and taxes which come in whether 
the road is doing any bnsineea or not. 


WHAT THE TRAFFIC BOBB. 


" We got $25 per ton for a load of a cer- 


tain grade of ore from Nevada to San 
Francisco and we got only $3 per ton for 
a load of another ^rade of ore from an- 
other man. The $3 a ton man got half 
a dollar oat of it, while the $25 man got 
$100.out of it." 


The Colonel believed that California 


wae a glorious country, and that all the 
people of the northwest would immi- 
grate to this state if they knew what 
California was. The drawback is that 
tbey have an impression "tbat land is 
too high priced here and that there Are a 
Kood many things wrong about the elate, 
I am surprised that tbe northwest people 
remain where they are with their bliz- 
zards and their terrible winters and God 
knows what else. I can't understand 
why tbey don't come here." 


CALIFORNIA FROIT. 


The Colonel expressed hia conviction 


that there was a good market in West- 
ern Earopfc for California fruit. 
It 


conld be laid down in Liverpool from 
San Francisco in eighteen days.

The Share of the District 


Attorney. 


Additional Burdens Placed on Tax- 


payers by the County Govern- 


ment Act. 


The figurea quoted in Saturday's issue 


of THE UEPUHLICAN shovring how 
the 


taxpayers of Fresno county have been 
and are beine plundered by the opera- 
tion of the county government act in 
order that three offices embraced in the 
court house ring might be made profita- 
ble and comfortable for those occupying 
them created a Rood deal of talk through- 
out the city and county yesterday. 


The figures themselves are BO eloquent 


that they hardly call for any comment. 
In fact, thej are so logical and convinc- 
ing that even the Expositor, which has 
undertaken since the demise of the Re- 
view to apologize for the political mis- 
takes and misdeeds of the Democratic 
bosses, does not attempt to refute them 
or explain them away. 


This ia what it has to say about the 


matter: 
"Instead oi telling who contributed to 


tho alleged corruption fund raised to ee- 
cure the passage of the county govern- 
ment act, and what disposition was 
made of the money, THE REI'CBLICAN ex- 
patiates on the amount of salary received 
by the different officers of this county in 


i comparison of other counties. Will the 


salaries bo any less if Republicans should 
be elected to fill the otlices instead of 
Democrats?

in fact it is the true lemon juice, not the 
faiuteat flavorof the lime- & trouble that 
so many of our Bouthem California, 
friends don't seem to be able to over- 
come.

Socket if I Uotray My Trust," cr "So 
Help Sle Gawd" exprcEsions with which 
a certain C!RSS of orators aro wont to 
electrify their hearers. On the contrar; 
it was a dispassionate, logical addre« 
replete with cold, hard ami cruel statis- 
tic to the advocates of ttemoeratic free 
trade. These facts prova conclusively 
that under the operation of the McKiii- 
ley law the country haa prospered, 
where, under Democratic rule, it hud 
languished.

IMPORTS OF FARM PRODUCTS. 


The import! of farm products for the 


fiscal year ending June30,1891, amount- 
ed to $2!3,003.000. This vaet drain of 
sold from the country will be stopped, 
and our agricultural industry correspond- 
ingly enriched by supplying our markets 
with its own products. 


In 1S90 our imports of barley amount- 


ed to ll.332.73J bufhels; in 18923,140.- 
337 bushPlP, a decrease of 8,186,396 bash- 
els. This partial illustration may be 
taken to represent tbe general fact as to 
decrease in farm imports. 


That tbe McKiuley law is a master 


piece of American statesmanship ia at- 
tested bv tha Sheffield Telegrah, Eng- 
land, as follows: "The promoters of the 
JJclCmley tariff meant it to push for- 
ward tbe'policy of America for Ameri- 
cans.

Fred Banta, who went irom this city

"We spent several hours in tho capHol 


building, with the late Senator Plumb's 
page for our guide, and it would take me 
hours to describe the things of interest 
that I saw there—fine historical paint- 
ings setting forth the condition of Amer- 
ica when Columbus landed, and the in- 
cidents in our country's history "that 
brought UB up to our present self. 


"We also viflited the navy yard, and 


was shown over the dynimita vesael 
YeesnviuB, which is said to be tbe most 
destructive warvcBflel in oar navy. One 
could spend a week in the gnn factory 
alone and etill flnd eights of interest and 
feel reluctance in leaving, 


"There are over 400 guns now in the 


factory, of the very latest pattern of 
breech-loaders, varying in length from 
ten feet to forth-two feet, and in bore 
from two inches to thirteen inches, and 
in all stages of completion.

necessary in hot weather, and though 
there aro many e.Tjwusivo preparations 
used for this purpose it is rlrmbtfal if 
any of them can show better results for 
general use than common lime. This is 
a common and almost indispensable dis- 
infectant for the farm, where it sweet- 
ens thp ptn, stable and henhouse, butitd 
use iff* equally important in the house 
and water drain. After cleaning nny 
part of tho house where dirt and filth 
has accumulated a free use of linio will 
keep away bugs, worms and other in- 
secU and prevent (lie breeding of any 
disease. Tlie application of Hnio as a 
whitewash is otic of tho beet methods of 
disinfecting the house in the summer 
time. 


Wliero there is real danger from in- 


fectious diseases it is better to add either 
to the lime or to the whik-wafh a little 
sulphate of lime and cirlwtlic arid. This 
makes the disinfectant stronger and 
acts as a proof against disease wheivver 
it ia put. Tho house drain under our 
present system of sewerage in tho coun- 
try needs to be sprinkled with this mix- 
ture several times a week. If filops and 
refuse from the house nro thrown in any 
place disease will soon breed there, and 
this disbfeo*4\nt is necessary to keep tho 
place clean and sweet.—Yankee Blade.

the ordinance regulating the Gale ol 
liqnora in the city of Fresno up to and 
including September (i,lSi)2, was pa-psil 
upon by eaid board of trustees of said 
city iu a judicial cipacity, and their de- 
ciBinn revoking the said liquor license nf 
saiil defendants is of record in the clerk's 
office of said Frs?no citv; that the re- 
corder haa no pon-ere to review tho judi- 
cial at-tioQa of tlie eaid board of trusses. 


"Second, that tlie said licence having 


been revoked on Septnmbar (», lSi)2, anJ 
defendants having sold ppintuons, malt 
nnd fsrmented liquors in less quantities 
ttirtoonequart suhsequent thereto,1 viz., 
on September 9,1SS)2, in violation of tho 
ordinance of said Fresno city govemiD^ 
theealeof eaid liquors, iw a conclnaiou 
uf law froiu the forejroiae facts the court 
linds tho defendant, John F. Daly, t-uilly 
as charged in the compl lint lilud hernit.

Daly'a attorney haa been granted n 


stay of five days and will probably ap- 
peal the case to the superior court. There 
are several other charges against him for 
tho violation of the same ordinance, and 
it ia likely he will not bo in such a deG- 
ant mood after the matter ia disposed of. 
The breaking of each dives will be a 
great benefit to Fresno. 


The Club saloon ia now closed, Mc- 


Carty having eat tired of playing a lone 
hand. It was kept open eighteen days 
in violation of the law, and if Recorder 
Lanin^'s decision is sustained by the eu- 
parior court the fines will aggregate a 
pretty nnm.

I 
know Pili believed that great danger 
awaited any one who ascended the ravine. 
But I went I had gone about a mile, 
when over tbe tops nf tree ferns I saw a 
waving uinss of sea green foliage undulat- 
ing in the wind. The object looked like a 
huge bunch of thick leaved seaweed, ami 
tbe peculiar motion of the same arrested 
my attention. I was now over 300 feet 
away from tin! curious object and hurried 
to obtain a closer view. A wall of fern 
covered lava about ten feet high stopped 
my course. Climbing up so that I just 
could see over tbe edge, I saw ail object 
such as the tyed of civilized man never be- 
fore beheld. Imagine u bunch of seaweed 
nbout twelve feet high, the cdgn of each
